Frank Weise, a retired Illinois Cen. 
trai engineer, was struck by passenger 
train No. 132 three miles north of 
Amboy this morning and lived but a 
few minutes. He with his wife and 
son has been living on his 160-acre 
farm opposite Prairie Repose cem e­ 
tery and one-quarter of a mile no rth 
o ' Union Corners. About nine years 
ago he was retired from active service 
as an engineer on the Illinois Central 
road, a position he held for upwards of 
thirty years, and this is said to have 
made him despondent. 
He was about 
70 years of age. 
The train which leaves Amboy at 
9:12 and reaches Dixon at 9:37 has 
often been noted by Weise from his 
home. This morning wden Engineer 
W alter Palmer of Freeport neared the 
top of “ the big hill” northwest of 
Amboy, he saw Weise walking up the 
track toward the oncoming train and 
accordingly 
sounded 
the 
whistle. 
“ Daddy,” as he was familiarly called 
stepped off the track, but when the 
engine neared him, again stepped be 
tween the rails and threw up his 
hands. 
The pilot struck him and 
threw him to one side. As soon as 
Engineer Palmer could stop, the train 
was backed up and the trainm en and 
passengers hastened to the assistance 
of Weise, who was covered with blood 
The side of his head was crushed in 
and a number of bones were broken, 
while he was bleeding from several 
cuts. 
He lived but a few minutes 
after being struck. 
The body was 
taken back to Amboy. 
Weise was fully dressed and had 
an overcoaton, but neither shoes nor 
stockings his feet being encased in 
Arctic rubbers.

A GENTLE REPULSE. 
HE COULD WAIT. 
H ealth and F.neruy Floarliih Bent la 
the Tem perate Zone*. 
Grant Dex ter in his book on “W eath­ 
er lull lienees" says that “inhabitants 
of hot climates are usually listless, un­ 
inventive, apathetic and Improvident. 
An equable high temperature, especial­ 
ly if moist, weak ens body and mind. 
No long established lowland tropical 
people is a conquering race in the 
broadest sense of the word. 
For the 
Inhabitants of the higher altitudes, 
even under the tropical sun. this may 
be true, for as we ascend the tempera­ 
ture lessens about 1 degree every 270 
feet on an average, and even ut the 
equator we may have a temperate 
climate. The most favorable tem pera­ 
ture for health, which carries with it 
an aggressive energy which ieads and 
which has led the world march of civ­ 
ilization, is about 45 degrees on an 
average, and this is found in the tem­ 
perate races. 
From there have come 
the brawn and brain of martial con 
quest and intellectual attainm ent. The 
dominant peoples are shown between 
the latitude« 0f 25 degrees and 55 de­ 
grees.
